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Dual Lever Begali Stradivarius 


Bruce Prior N7RR 


I arrived at Bob's Burgers and Brew in Everett WA for the monthly Northwest QRP Group Pie & 
Coffee session way early, so I had finished my supper before others arrived, including Doug Phillips 
W7RDP carrying his heavy, brand-new Begali Stradivarius paddle in a protective case. I brought my 
HamGadgets Ultra PicoKeyer and a headset, so I was able to spend some quality time with the 
Begali Stradivarius while others were eating. 


The name is telling. Wikipedia has a nice article on Antonio Stradivarius. Stradivarius refers to a 
stringed musical instrument made by Antonio Stradivari (1644-1737) or other members of the 
Stradivari family of Cremona, Lombardy in northern Italy, only about 50 km from Cellatica (also in 
Lombardy) where the Begali factory is located. Stradivarius instruments represent the summit of 
stringed-instrument craftsmanship. Any Stradivarius is a treasure. The National Museum of 
American History (NMAH) at the Smithsonian Institution owns the superb-sounding Servais 
Stradivari cello as well as two decorated Stradivari violins and one decorated Stradivari viola. Those 
four instruments ate occasionally played together by world-class musicians: For more, click here. 


The striking decor of the Begali Stradivarius paddle is similar to the hybrid Leonessa, with a black 
base and brass keyer housing, but with a fun difference. The Leonessa base is rectangular. The 
Stradivarius base is curved like a violin soundbox and filigree decorations simulate the curved 
opening of a violin. The heavy paddle didn't budge on the restaurant table while I paddled. The 
Stradivarius is not a backpack-class key. 
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Doug's Stradivarius, s/n 147, has W7RDP engraved on its base. The Stradivarius does not use the 
common pin and hole or ball bearing structure to support its two short, light-weight, aluminum 
levers. It sports two longitudinal vertical torsion blades instead. The result is a subtle twisting action 
which is uncannily smooth. Doug had his Stradivarius adjusted for moderate return force and very 
close contact spacing. I'd been reading an article in The Atlantic over supper, so I continued reading 
it by sending the text with the Stradivarius paddle. What a true pleasure! With close spacing, I could 
barely hear the silver contacts touch each other. I suppose customers could order gold contacts as an 
option. I've done that in the past with a Begali order. 


As an experiment, I opened the contact spacing much wider to get a better feel for the nuances of 
the action. I was able to detect a slight increase in the return force through each paddle stroke. I 
didn't have a pressure gauge to document it, however. Then I tried decreasing the return force 
adjustment. Again, the action was even more seamless. Closing the contact spacing to a tiny gap, I 
continued to enjoy paddling. 


After awhile I passed the paddle around the room for others to enjoy. Elecraft engineer Rich 
Heineck AC7MA was especially interested. (The new Elecraft KSYN3A Synthesizer Upgrade Kit 
for the K3 is Rich's project.) Rich's eagle eyes located the torsion blades on the Stradivarius paddle. 
We wondered how the return force is adjusted, but we decided not to remove an adjustment screw 
on Doug's paddle to find out. I made an inquiry and received the following reply from Ulrich 
Steinberg N2DE, the developer of the Begali CW Machine, who is closely associated with Begali as 
webmaster. Ulrich replied: “Yes, “ke with most of the Begali keys, the return force on the Stradivarius is created 
by adjustable magnets. The torsion spring itself creates a miniscule force, but it is neghgible compared to the magnetic 
return force (and not adjustable).” 


The Stradivarius is a game-changer. Using torsion blades for mounting the paddle levers makes a big 
difference. 


Truly exceptional products of craftsmanship like Stradivari musical instruments and Begali Morse 
keys do not just retain their value over time. Their value increases, sometimes stratospherically. 
Don't bequeath your Begali keys to your children. Designate them for your great grandchildren in 
your will!

Tom W4BQF: I found/have a new Dvorak keyboard made by Matias which is working well! The 
only problem I have with it is that in addition to the normal F1-F12 function keys, this board also 
has F16, F17 and F18. And I can’t find out how to use these extra function keys with AutoHotKey! 


As many of you know, Elecraft has produced “new and improved” synthesizer boards for their K3. 
Since I had owned my original K3 for a little over five years and had never sent it to the factory for 
the many mechanical and circuitry improvements, I decided to sell the perfectly good K3 and 
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purchase a new one. I quickly found a buyer and immediately purchased a new K3 s/n 8895 which I 
am in the process of getting used to again! My first impression of the new K3 was not 
overwhelming, but as I got accustomed to it and used it in the CWTs, I found I could ‘sneak up’ 
very close to a LOUD and clicky signal and still copy $1-S3 signals, a vast improvement from 
before. I also tested the full QSK up to about 95 wpm and found the improvement to be very good. 
The best part is when I go into QSK above 60 wpm, the K3 now allows the use of XIT/RIT and 
SPLIT options. After 62 years in the hobby, I have to say this upgraded K3 is close to being the best 
ham tig ?ve owned. 


oe KCOVKN: As several members whom I've QSO'd in the past couple of months know, I'll be 
QSY to a new QTH on April 7. Not a huge change, moving from EN41fp to EN41cp, about 10 
miles west. We're trading up a city lot and neighbors for 15 acres of free space! Short hiccup in 
activity while we move, but, I'm hoping to be QRV on April 8th for at least one of the CWT's. 


Kate K6HTN: Kate is spending more time in her shack after retiring at the end of January! 


Rob VK6HG: I will be active throughout May as VK6ANZ, a special call sign commemorating 
Australian and New Zealand (ANZAC) troops at Gallipoli and the Western Front in WW I. This is 
a Royal Signals Amateur Radio Society call.

From the serial number, I've been able to determine that it was made in the late 1940s, and since it's 
been in the carrying case for a long time, it's in great shape. Using WB8SIW's wonderful YouTube 
video on how to adjust a bug, I was able to set it up so that even I can send copyable code with it. I 
can tell already that I'm going to have a lot of fun with this key. 


Mark AB7MP: CWT Therapy! Soon after joining CWOPS (with a ton of help from Rob's CW 
Academy class) I found myself on the receiving end of three major surgeries. After each, I would try 
to get on the air, but the combination of the "loopy juice" and post-op pain meds really made CW 
sound foreign! 


After a 
week or two, I found I was copying most, and by the third or fourth week post-op, my head was 
back in the game.

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CW Academy 


Rob K6RB, Will WJ9B and Jerry AC4BT 


We have started our April-May 2015 semester and have a new record number of students who are 
participating. A special thanks to Jerry AC4BT for his masterful job of matching student signups 
with available advisors. Trust us, it’s no easy job. 


We are seeing a lot more Level 2 and Level 3 students because as someone graduates one level, they 
typically signup for the next, and so on. Some of these students also sign up to become associate 
advisors and help teach the next incoming groups. In some ways, it’s self perpetuating. But, as 
always, we need as many advisors as we can get. Our backlog is still stretched out to Jan-Feb 2016. 


We initiated a new program in late March called “CWA HF.” Instead of an online structured 
program such as we now do for Levels 1, 2 and 3, CWA HF is a program of ad hoc on-the-air QSOs 
at speeds of 20 wpm or less (when needed) that permits students and others to practice their CW 
skills in real QSOs. 


The short-term goal is to have three to five volunteer operators making such QSOs on or around 
7.035 MHz from 7 PM eastern time to 9 PM pacific time. We'd like to do that every night of the 
week except for the 0300-0400Z CWT session time. Several of us have already given this a try and 
are having a lot fun with it. We are all keeping our speed at 20 wpm (less, if needed) and engaging in 
teal conversational QSOs. 


We identify ourselves, and our commitment to helping others practice their CW skills, by sending 
“CWA” at the end of a callsign exchange — e.g. AC4BT de KORB CWA K. Sending our CWA ID 
lets others know that this operator is interested in a real QSO and committed to helping others 
improve their CW skills. And, guess what? It’s catching on. 


You can sign up to do an hour or more with Jerry AC4BT (jweisskohl@gmail.com). Or you can 
come by and engage in QSOs to help those who are monitoring both sides practice their head copy 
skills. 


There is an additional side benefit, of course. It gives you an opportunity to make some QTX points 
by engaging in QSOs that go beyond 20 minutes. So in an hout’s time you could be helping three 
people practice their CW skills and earn 3 points toward your QTX Achievement Award. Now, 
that’s a good deal. 

And if you happen to work either KORB or WJ9B, you will be working either a Globe King 500 or a 
Drake 2NT. Feel free to use a keyer, a bug, a straight key (if you can go 20 wpm) or a keyboard. We 
want our students and others to hear code sent all different ways so they learn to head copy 
regardless of whether it’s perfect keyboard code or “personalized” mechanical key code. Code is 
code.

Our goal is to get enough CWops members, who have some spare time, to sign up as HF Advisors 
so that we place an Advisor on frequency (7.035) each day of the week and provide a global 
opportunity to improve CW skills for any CW operator interested in doing so.

2nt. 


I'm pleased this stuff still works! Some of this gear has been boxed up for 10 years, almost all of it 
for at least 4 years due to the move out here three years ago. I purchased ha-5 vfo about a year ago, 
as they are very hard to find.

As of the end of March, we have completed 37 out of the 157 CWT sessions for this year, i.e. almost 
one-quarter.
